No branch of educational work has 
perhaps made the advancement in the 
last century thai has been accomplish- 
ed ill the work of teaching the deaf 
and dumb. Institutions for this pur- 
niiw exist in every State in the 
Union and in most of the largest cities. 
It may be a matter of some pride to 
Indianapolilans that a native of their 
oily is now at the head of the largest 
and most complete institution of this 
kind in the world. This is Dr. Philip 

Gillett, superintendent of the Illinois 

institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 

I ai Jacksonville. He is a son 

of the Rev. Dr. S. T. Gillett, who 

still resides on Massachusetts Avenue. 
Dr. Philip Gillett, was appointed as 
Superintendent of the Illinois institu- 
tion in L866, when, as he says, it had 
only twenty- tWO pupils. Delias re- 
mained steadily in that position since. 
Dr. Gillett, when in the city ■ few 
days ago, said to a Journal reporter: 

"The lirsl school for deal' and dumb 
in this country is only one year older 
than the Slate of Indiana, having been 
established in Hartford, Conn., in 
1817. Yet t0-day there is a school 
for deaf-mutes in every Slate and 
almost every Territory in the 1'iiion." 

"What is generally the per cent of 
deaf-mutes in this country V" 

"Generally about one in every 
twelve hundred inhabitants; but this 
varies according to circumstances. It 
has been shown that certain diseases 
— for example, cerebrospinal incningi- 
oise an increase of deaf-mutes. 

In 1873 there was a kind of epidemic 

of this di ml (he effect in in- 

creasing the number was apparent. 
This class is now about completing 
its course in the schools, and until an- 
other such epidemic occurs the per- 
centage will not be s. i 
been in the past twenty years. Ileal' 

children are entitled to an education, 
and their parents are taxed to pay the 

school fund. It is much better and 
cheaper to have one central institution 
in which to educate them, rather than 
a school in every county. Not only 
is it cheaper but the advantages are 
belter. A large institution, with a 

good attendance of pupils, can offer 
them more extensive advantages than 
could be afforded by an institution 

with a small attendance. Our institu- 
tion is none loo large, and indeed, 
could accommodate a great many more 
pupils with no inconvenience. New

"Do deaf pupils learn as rapidly as 
others?" 

" I do not know that they learn as 
rapidly as others, but they loam much 
faster than the average person would 
expect if he knew nothing of deaf 
children more than he could discover 
by watching their movements. A 
■ leal depends on the teacher. 
The ablest teachers should at all 
times be secured. Dneofthe ditlicul- 
R ith the work to day is that 
good teachers of the deaf are scarce. 
I have scoured the country for them, 
and now have in my institution teach- 
ers from New York, Ohio, Indiana, 
Minnesota, Iowa, and a number of 
other Slates. 1 am always on the 
lookout for a good one, for it is a 
point of I i importan 

have found that a very bright person 
.in experience of ten years in 
the work before he can become what 
I would call a good teacher. lie 
may then ha\ e pretty thoroughly 
tered this language without a 
literature, and which has an idiom of 
its ovv u.

have become totally deaf. You know- 
that dumbness, or the absence of speech, 
is the result of deafness. Deaf persons 
have vocal organs as perfect as has 
any one else, and would speak if they 
could hear and knew how to utter 
words. After being deaf for a long 
time they gradually lose the power of 
speaking articulately. We sometimes 
succeed ill improving the hearing of 
the pupils in the articulation classes 
by encouraging them to cultiv ate their 
hearing rather than to let it grow 
worse. The main instruction, how 
ever, is by means of signs, and with 
slight variations it is the same every 
where. This is the case even with 
those of the civilized foreign countries 
to a great extent, so that the educated 
deaf-mute is aide lo converse easily 

with any of bia foreign brethren. The 

deaf prefer the sign language to thai 
of articulation. To them the latter is 
dull, lifeless and uncertain ; but the 
sign language is forceful, pleasant, 
graphic and also rapid. If I had a 
deaf child I would want him tanghl.jil' 
possible, to speak; but if he did not 
show an aptitude for it, and only gave 
utterance to a gibberish which made 
him conspicuous and disagreeable 
and was understood by very few ol' 
his friends, I would want him to dis- 
continue it." 

" Do you think that deafness is 
transmitted V" • 

" It is very rarely transmitted from 
father to child, but I am inclined to 
think it is in lite blood and will break 
out in some branch ol' the family. 
Two married deaf persons very rarely 
have children who are deaf. 1 have 
also known of many happy marriages 
where one of the parties eould hear 
and the other was deaf. There is no 
objection to such marriages. The 
deaf have all the finer natural and 
social sensibilities that other people 
have, and it would be a cruel wrong 
to endeavor to prevent such unions." 

Dr. Gillett was asked oonoerning the 

damaging influence of polities on State 
institutions. "If a deaf-mute institu- 
tion ever gets into the hands of a man 
who is incompetent, " he said, "it is 
not merely a violation of law, but it is 
an awful sin against God and human- 
ity. In Illinois, fortunately, the Slate 
institutions have never been affected 
by polities. Although I have always 

been a Republican I was appointed 

by a Democrat, and the subject of 
politics was not then, ami has never 
been mentioned since to me. Although 
every officer I appointed has to be 

approved by the board of trust, 
the institution, the politics of any 
of my appointees is never thought of 
by them, and I never take that fact 
into consideration myself. Major 
Kowlaiid, the superintendent of (he 
Soldiers' Home in Illinois, is a Demo- 
crat, but was appointed by Republi- 
can trustees. The people of Illinois- 
and it should be in every State, would 
never consent to ihese institutions 
being perverted to either partisan 
or sectarian ends. It is a terrible 
state of affairs, when an institution 
of this kind is used by a party to pay- 
political debts. Men who are appoint- 
ed at the head of these institutions 
should have had a long experience at 
the work. If not, they are necessarily 
utterly incompetent, and the persons 
under their care will suffer."
